That the“automobile, radio <nd mo- 
tion picture comprise the three most 
important and most powerful factors 
in the cultural development of America 
was the opinion expressed by Otto ~ 
Kahn in his address as toastmaster of 
the Paramount-Famous-Lasky Corpora- 
tion's fifteenth annual banquet with 
which the Eastern sales convention of 
the company reached its social peak in 
the main banquet hall of the Carlton 
Hotel last night. 


Among the distinguished guests at 
the speakers’ table were Vice President 
Charles G. Dawes, Secretary of the 
Navy Curtis D. Wilbur, the Secretary of 
Commerce, Herbert Hoover, and Sen- 
ator Joseph T. Robinson. 

Kahn traced the history of the film 
industry from the early days of its 
virtual piracy to the present, and drew 
attention to the fact that the leading 
producing companies engaged in the 
manufacture of films are soundly and 
amply financed and are now in a posi- 
tion to cease the earlier struggle for 
existence: and devote the best obtain- 
able creative power to be found in the 
flelds of all the arts to the promotion 
and wider dissemination of a broader 
grasp of the esthetic things of life. 


Sars Changes Are Rarid. 


In the course of his remarks, Kahn, 
international banker, connoisseur and 
patron of the arts, said: 

“At no period in history have 
changes been so rapid, so decisive and 
sO far-reaching, of such vital effect 
upon the ways of living, the manners 
and concepts of the people, as they 
have in the last fifty years and more 
particularly in the last 25 in this 
country. : 

“In the earlier stages of the !ndus- 
trial epoch in which modern democratic 
conceptions had their birth, and up to 
the relatively recent past, the lives of 
the masses were set in rather a narrow, 
dulliss, provincial round, upon a back- 
ground of sameness and routine. 

“The movie has opened up for the 
plain people, and, indeed, for people in 
all stations, new worlds of knowledge, 
interest and variety.

CHARLES A, WHIPPLE DIES, 
WAS ARTIST AT CAPITOL 
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For Many Years Interested 
Visitors as He Retouched 
Brumidi Paintings. 


RITES IN NATICK, MASS. 


Charles <A. Whipple, 
mural artist, who, for seven years, has 
been seen by thousands of visitors re- 
touching the famous Brymidi paintings 
and other works of art at the Capitol, 
died yesterday ao a local sanitarium, 
following an illness of several months. 

The body of Mr. Whipple, who lived 
at 1512 R street nortnwest, will be 
sent to Natick, Mass., today. Funeral 
services for the artist will be con- 
ducted tomorrow afternoon at 4:30 
o’clock at the residence of his nephew, 
Lewis E. Whipple, at Natick. Burlal will 
be at Southboro, Maes. 

Mr. Whipple is survived by his 
nephew and his wife, Mrs. Mathilde 
Bartels Wilhelm Whipple, of Stras- 
bourg, Alsace-Lorraine, who married 
the artist in Washington November 321, 
1924. Mrs. Whipple will accompany the 
body to Massachusetts. 

Mr. Whipple was a romantic figure 
at the Capitol. During the years in 
which he retouched the famous art in 
the rotunda and in the halls at the 
Capitol, his work was viewed by thou- 
sands of visitors. Mr. Whipple was ever 
ready to explain the works of art in 
the Capitol to the visitors who came 
from every land. It was in this way 
that he first met the young woman 
who later became his bride. 

The best known, pertiaps, of his 
many portraits is “Tne Spirit of 1917,” 
&@ panel in: the Capitol. The late Sena- 
tor Henry Cabot Lodge, of Massachu- 
setts, and Mr. Whipple were warm 
friends. Shortly before the senator 
died, Mr. Whipple rnade a portrait of 
the senator, wnlich was regarded as one 
of his best works. The artist, whose 
work was commissicned by Congress 
annually, painted sevcral figures in the 
historical frieze around the rotunda 
of the Capitol, which was left incom- 
pleted in 1889, and he cherished the 
ambition to complete this work be- 
fore he died.

DAMAGE DONE BONANZA

Stories of Employes Fleeing 
From Scene Doubted by 
New York Officials. 


Bluefields, Nicaragua, May 2 (A.P.).— 
Bo great was the explosion which de- 
stroyed La Luz Mine, in the Prinza- 
polka district, a few days ago that trees 
more than a mile away were uprooted 
and felled, according to the story told 
here by the cashier at the mine, a Mr. 
Brown. Having seen the rebels ap- 
proaching, Brown had hidden in the 
brush to await their departure, when 
the terrific blast which destroyed the 
workings occurfed. 

Assistant Manager Johnson of the 
mine, in telling of the explosion, today 
said that all of 25 cases of dynamite 
kept there had been used for the blast, 
which destroyed machinery, the mine’s 
mill, mine houses and offices. Parts 
of the machinery were blown as far as 
300 yards away, he said. 


Sandino Orders Seizure. 


According to Johnson, George B. 
Marshall, another assistant manager at 
the mine, and a New Yorker, was taken 
prisoner by the rebels at Gen. Augus- 


tino Sandino’s orders and sent to the 
rebel leader’s headquarters, supposedly 
somewhere to the north. What has 
happened to him there is not known. 

The Bonanza Mine, to the north, also 
was blown up, but the damage there 
was not so extensive, and Johnson said 
it was believed operations could be re- 
sumed if there were no further dis- 
turbances within three weeks.

Dr. Daniel L. Marsh, president of 
Boston University, immediately pro- 
tested against consideration of the res- 
olution. 

Bishop William F. McDowell, of 
Washington, presiding, said the matter 
was 860 controversial that its considera- 
tion would have to be voted upon. A 
vote by hand raising did not satisfy 
Mr. Sloan. A standing vote then was 
taken and consideration overwhelming- 
ly voted down,

WOUNDED REACH CAPITAL 


London, May 2 (A.P.).—The National- 
ist forces apparently are closing In on 
Peking. Even though hampered by bad 
roads and some show of defense by the 
northerners, they not only have occu- 
pied Tsinan, capital of Shantung Prov- 
ince, but, according to advices from 
Peking. have driven the northern de- 
fenders back in the Province of Shansi 

A northern defeat in the upper sec- 
tion of this province, with big casual- 
ties, is reported. The northerners are 
believed to have retreated to Tatungfu, 
which lies about 160 miles to the west 
of Peking. Many wounded, numbering 
3,500 by some estimates, have been 
brought to Peking from that city. 

Coincidentally the northern troops 
have been withdrawing on the Peking- 
Hankow Rallway toward Paotingfu, tn 
Chihli Province, less than 100 miles to 
the south of Peking. 

Advices received at Tokyo say that 
Chang Tso-Lin, the northern dictator 
at Peking, has sent his family to Tien- 
tsin, near the seacoast, and also that his 
son, Chang Hsueh-Lin, who has been in 
command of the troops along the Pe- 
king-Hankow Railway, has returned to 
Peking to consult with his father re- 
garding future plans owing to the ad- 
vance of the southerners.

The New York chief executive ap- 
pears not only to have obtained a plurality in 
gis three-cornered fight with Senators James 
&. Reed, of Missouri, and Thomas J. Walsh, of 
Montana, but a majority. Senator Walsh, 

Selected by William G. McAdoo as the man 

with whom Smith could be blocked, was 

badly beaten by Smith, even in Los Angeles, 
where dry sentiment was thou¥ht to be too, 
strong for the New Yorker to overcome. The 
friends and backers of Gov. Smith had not ex- 

pected to do as well. They were counting on 

the northern counties to overbalance any ima- 
fority which Senator Walsh might accumulate 

in the south. Instead they succeeded in 

breaking McAdoo’s hold upon the State so 
eompletely that Walsh was beaten even by 

Jim Reed. 

- It is not surprising in view of what has just 

taken place to find that Smith supporters are 

@onvinced that the opposition to their 

candidate has been disrupted. There is little 

left, certainly, of the McAdoo influence in the 

councils of the Democratic party. The sworn 

foe of Gov. Smitb has not even a foundation 

on which to build opposition to the New 

Yorker. In 1924 the California delegation 

stuck with McAdoo for 99 ballots. . At Houston 

it will go direct to Gov.

For the first time in the twentieth century 

colored man is to be elected a member of 
fhe House of Representatives. ‘The death of 
Wiartin B. Madden last week created a vacancy 
fn the House from the First district of Illinois 
and the Republican organization of the district 
has named Oscar de Priest, a colored man, to 
make the race. In the opinion of those who 
are familiar with conditions in the district 
De Priest is certain to be elected.

BEWARE THE AX. 


The tax reduction bill as agreed upon by 
the Republican majority of the Senate finance 
committee is before the Senate. It provides 
for a cut of $203,000,000 in the revenues, 
Mr. Simmons, ranking Democrat on the com- 
mittee, gave notice that he would not file a 
minority report, but would offer amendments 
on the floor, calculated to increase the reve- 
This increased re- 


The bill as 
presented by Chairman Smoot reduces the cor- 
poration tax to 12% per cent. 

The majority bill abolishes the automobile 
tax and because of the sonsequent loss of reve- 
nue from that*source it was deemed unwise to 
reduce the corporation tax below 1214 per 
cent. Mr. Smoot stated that the railroads had 
joined with the automobile industry in asking 
for the abolition of the automobile tax in 
preference to a greater reduction in the cor- 
poration tax. 

How do Southern Democratic senators ex- 
pect to reduce taxes by $325,000,000 and yet 
obtain appropriations for flocd control and 
other projects favored by their party? Presi- 
dent Coolidge has given notice that he will use 
the veto power rather than create a deficit. 
He may have a splendid variety of bills from 
which to choose a victim. If the tax bill 
should be excessive, it would probably suffer 
from the ax as quickly as any other bill that 
appeared to Mr. Coolidge to be in part respon- 
sible for derangement of the national finances. 
It is evident that Congress will not be permit- 
ted to run to excess on any of the big bills 
now pending if Mr. Coolidge can prevent it. 
His administration would make a poor show- 
ing indeed if after five years of economy it 
should end with a Treasury deficit caused by 
his approval of extravagant legislation.

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ANOTHER NATURAL RESOURCE. 
Since man first developed a mechanical 
twist of mind he has looked upon the restless 
ocean as a potential source of power. Numer- 
ous contrivances have been fashioned calcu- 
lated to utilize the ceaseless beating of the 
waves against cliffs or upon stretches of sandy 
beach. In theory such machines have prom- 
ised provide enough power to turn 
electrical] generators and provide current for 
domestic and manufacturing uses. In prac- 
lice they have failed to prove their value. So 
far the power of the oceans has neyer been 
turned to practical advantage, although there 
are engineers who prophesy that some day a 
workable scheme will be hit upon. 

One such is M, George Claude, a French- 
man. Some time ago he produced a machine 
designed to take power from the ocean, and 
although other scientists claimed that the 
machine was practicable only in a laboratory 
and would produce only an _ infinitesimal 
amount of power, M. Claude persisted with 
his experiments... His machine differs from 
other ocean-power apparatus in that it does 
not make use of waves, tides or currents, but 
is based upon the difference in temperature 
that exists between deep and surface water. 

Now he has described before the Academy 
of Sciences a@ machine that he has constructed 
and tested. Water at the bottom of tropical 


to 


seas, he pointed out, usually is at a tem- 


perature of 4 degrees centigrade, while at 
the surface it frequently reaches 35 degrees 
centigrade. His experiments were conducted, 
however, off the coast of France, where the 
deep water temperature was 15 degrees 
centigrade and the surface temperature 35 
degrees centigrade. With this difference in 
temperature he has produced a useful power 
of 40 kilowatts in addition to that needed to 
pump the water and extract the gases pro- 
duced. In tropical waters with the greater 
difference in temperatures, the same turbine 
would produce proportionately greater power. 

Forty kilowatts does not represent a great 
amount of energy, but it does prove that the 
system itself gives promise-of being practical. 
If further tesis prove that the difference in 


temperature between deep and surfage water 


can be developed into commercial power a 
great natural resource will have been made 
available. The possibilities of such develop- 
‘ment, if t# transpires, can hardly be over-

Public Utilities Commission 
Has Done a Very Bad Job 


EPRESENTATIVE GIBSON, of Vermont, concentrated the en- 

tire problem of the Washington public service merger into a 

series of questions yesterday afternoon. Mr. Gibson wanted 

to know precisely the things that every serious-minded member of 

Congress and everybody in Washington wants to know about this 
merger. } 


And, in this connection, it would be worth while to know how 
much benefit the public has had, by reason of paying the salaries of 
these informal gentlemen. 


The Public Utilities Commission was asked about the holdings of 
the North American Company in the local utilities. The commission’s 
attitude was that that was not essential, further than that it had 
learned that the North American Company owned 70,000 shares of 
Wreco stock, instead of approximately 50,000 recorded in its annual 
report.

The North American Company is a Wall Street organization, with 
interests scattered all over the country. It comes here and asks con- 
trol of the most necessary day-by-day facilities of this city, and a 
perpetual charter. Does the Public Utilities Commission feel a deli- 
cacy about asking its managers to tell in detail their plans for Wash- 
ington? They were not summoned. 

It has been stated that the directors of the Washington Railway 
and Electric Company, or many of them, have sold their stock, in the 
main, to the North American Company. The people of Washington 
would like to know if that is true. These utility corporations have 
been looked upon for many years as citizens of Washington, controlled 
by Washington people. Is it true, as has been alleged, that these 
Washington directors and managers have for the greater part sold 
their stock? 

Who, really, stands as sponsor for this proposed monopoly—with a 
perpetual charter—of Washington’s public utilities? Washington 
wants to know that, and it is up to the Public Utilities Commission, 
the District committees of the two Houses, and finally to Congress, to 
provide answers. : 

The Power Trust is under more than suspicion with the American 
public. It confronts definite charges. “Its own records show that it 
has used a vast sum, to which the North American Company was a 
large contributor, to ‘‘fix” public opinion. 

Apparently the Public Utilities Commission has no intention of

When it 
was suggested that the mighty corporation which designed ‘to estab- 
lish this control of Washington, ought to be sent for to tell about its 
plans, the Public Utilities Commission saw no reason for doing so. 


_ Particularly, it calls on Representative Zihlman, chairman of the 
House District Committee, whose constituency is tributary to Wash- 
ington, and includes a vast number of people who work in Washington, 
to show a more definite concern about the public interest. This news- 
paper undertakes to say that Mr. Zihlman’s position of authority and 
influence will be sadly jeopardized if he does not hereafter give a 
better account of his public stewardship than he has givey thus far.

Answer—The height of a girl is less of 
a consideration than her ‘proportions. A 
singll girl with a trim figure can make 
the. most of her smallness by keeping 
her clothes in proportion to her stature. 
She must not allow her friends to say, 
“Hat, where are you going with the 
girl?” On the other hand, the very tall 
girl must meet her problem by keeping 
enough weight on her bones to disguise 
them and by wearing clothes impres- 
sive enough to compete with her size. 
Both must strive for perfect proportion 
in’ figure, clothes and personality. 

‘With no knowledge of your bony 
framework, an estimate of your correct 
weight would be valueies, I am afraid.

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Mr. Work’s Pointer 
On Auction Bridge

ERE is one simple Yoint in the 
play of the Declarer at Auction and 
Contract Bridge which, while easy 
to remember, frequently is overlooked. 
When he is leading a suit which con- 
tains the three top honors, two of which 
are in one of his hands and one in the 
other, he should win the first trick with 
one of the honors of the hand which 
holds two. There are three sound rena- 
song for this: 

1. It keeps entry cards in both hands 
as long as possible. 

2. It postpones a possible finesse 
without having the time gained cost 
anything. 

3. It may uncover a sure finesse 
against the adverse Jack. 

Suppose Declarer should wish to lead 
a suit composed of: .

If leading from the Closed Hand, he 
should lead the King or Queen; if lead- 


ing from Dummy, he should lead low. 
If West hold the remaining four cards 
of the suit (i. e., J-8-5-4), elther of the 
above leads would capture the Jack and 
win évery trick in the suit; but to lead 
small from the King-Queen hand, or 
Ace from the other hand would present 
a trick to the adversaries by making 
the adverse Jack a sure winner. 


Even when Declarer holds nine of the 
suit and the adverse division is not the 
unusual 4-0 (so that the Jack can be 
caught without finessing), it is a good 
policy to “keep both hands mobile;”’ 
that is, keep entries in both Dummy 
and Closed Hand so as to be able to 
place the Jead on whichever side of the 
table it may be advantageous to do so. 
In playing any type of suit, the Declarer 
should remember that it is most im- 
portant to secure this double mobility 
whenever possible. Many a game has 
been lost by Declarers who carelessly 
place all their eggs in one basket by 
failing to provide the means of placing 
the lead in Closed Hand or Dummy at 
will. 


The importance of lead-placing far 
outranks the difficulty of understand- 
ing and applying it, A little practice in 
visualizing, and a cultivation of the 
habit of sizing up his two hands be- 
fore playing even one card from Dum- 
my, will gain many an extra trick for 
the amateur Declarer; and these extra 
tricks are what secure contracts, games 
and slams which are missed when good 
cards get “sewed up” or vital finesses

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Obesity. which is increasing rapidly 
among Americans as a result of ime- 
proper diet, can be remedied quickly 
by a radical dietary treatment in which 
the patient is given only from six to 
eight calories per kilogram of body 
weight as compared with 30 calories in 
the normal diet, Dr: Frank A. Evans, 
of Pittsburgh, yesterday declared at a 
meeting of the American Climatological 
and Clinical Association at the District 
of Columbia Medical Society Building, 
held in connection with the fourteenth 
triennial session of the Congress of 
American Physicians and Surgeons. 

Weight reductions of as much as 100 
pounds have been noted in patients 
given the new treatment. Dr. Evans 
said. The diet must be carefully bal- 
anced and an adequate supply of pro- 
carbohydrates supplied to 
| maintain the basic metabolism of the 
| body. however, while all fat-producing 
| substances are reduced to an absolute 
minimum. 

Patients usually suffer headaches and 
from nervousness during the first few 
days of the treatment, Dr. Evans said. 
but in all cases which are not due to 
endocrine disturbances a reduction in 
weight, is noticed almost immediately 
and the patient eventually feels better 
ithan ever in @ few days.
